Train Hit Automobile. 


Wm. R. Bangc, wife and four children, 


of Hanover, were victims of an accident 
while on an auto ride on Saturday evening 
about 7 o'clock the car having been struck 
jy a passenger train at the W. M. cross- 
ing beyond Nashville. Mr. Bange and 
:amily had gone on a pleasure trip in a 5- 
passengcr Dodge car which he purchased 
two weeks ago. Mr. Bange's car stalled 
on the track just as the train was ap 
preaching the crossing, and in a desperate 
effort to save his wife and two children, 
who remained in the car, Mr. Bange went 
to the rear and tried to push the machine 
over the track. This he was unable to do 
and the engine struck the car on the side, 
throwing it over on the road. Mr. Bange 
was caught also and hurled about 12 feet.

Disastrous Fire. 


The most disastrous fire which has hap- 


pened in the Blue'Ridge resort section 
since the destruction of the Blue Mountain 
House, several years ago, occurred between 
midnight and 2 o'clock on Thursday morn- 
ing, when the Vance Hotel and the High- 
field postoffice were burned to the ground, 
the Western Maryland station badly dam- 
aged, several stables partly burned, and 
other properties endangered. The hotel 
was a large three-story frame structure sit- 
uated directly opposite the station and im- 
mediately on the other side of the tracks. 
The fire was burning on the roof when first 
discovered and is thought to have been 
caused, either by an overheated chimney 
or by sparks from an engine. A stiff wind 
soon fanned the slight flame into a big 
blaze and, when seen, it was realized that 
the building was doomed. The postoffice 
was located in the same building, but Dr. 
Beck, the postmaster, and his assistant, 
saved most of the supplies. Some records 
were horned.

Thhigs Worth Knowing. 


In hanging out clothes that aró api 
to be lost becauso small, pin them 
.with small pins to strips 
of cloth before going out;

Place a kettle wilh á half cup­ 
ful each of sliced onions, carrots, two 
sprigs of parsley, four cloves, one-half 
a bay leaf; cover with cold water and 
bring slowly to the simmering point. 
Cook four hours, or until tender. After 
two hours, add a quart of cider. Allow 
the ham to cool in the liquor; skim, 
\ sprinkle with sugar and bread crumbs; 
put in a few dashes of paprika, stick 
in a f(*w cloves and bake an hour.

Sauce.—Melt 
three

spoonfuls of butter, add four of fiour 
and pour on. stirring, two cupfuls oí 
the ham liquor; add a quarter of a 
cup of cidar, pepper and salt to taste.

England's trade route through the Red 
s-.ea to India and the Far East, says a 
war niiraer issued by the National 
Geographic society, which tells of tho 
first stronghold on the London-India 
route to withstand a severe attack by 
the Turks. One Arabian, author says 
of tho country behind Aden, that coun- 
tiy known us Arabia Felix: "Its in- 
habitants are all halo and strong, sick- 
ness is unknown, nor are there poison- 
ous plants or animals; nor fools, nor 
blind people, and the women are ever 
young; the climate is like paradise 
and one wears the same garment sum- 
mer and winter." 


Aden, however, where the British 


and Turkish forces are opposing one 
another, enjoys none o[ these advan- 
tages catalogued as inherent in Arabia

Spread over its ragged hills of sun- 


made ash 
and cinder, 
sweltering, 


gloomy, and unrelieved by vegetation, 


i Aden invites little attention in peace 


times. "Aden is a valley surrounded 
-by tho sea; its climate is so bad that 
it turns wine into vinegar in the space 
of tea days," complained one disap- 


i pointed Arab traveler of tbe Middle 


Ages. And in the centuries since his 
visit the climate has not improved. In 
spite, nevertheless, of the terrible heat 
that gathers over Aden's valley and 
clings to its low bills and its lack of 
a good water supply, the place main- 
tains a reputation as a healthy one. 


' 
The town is built on desolate vol- 


canic rocks that constitute a peninsula 
near the entrance to the Red sea. The 
strait of Pab-el-Mandeb lies 100 miles 
away; and Aden is the British Gibral- 
tar toward the Indian ocean that keeps 
an eternal vigilance over the safety of 
the rich English commerce that goes 
this way. 
The British captured and 


annexed the p'ace on January 16, 1839, 
since which time they have made the 
place a most emphatic fortress, ono 
of the strongest anywhere in southern 
Asia. Money and labor without stint 
have been expended there to make the 
city absolutely impregnable from land 
and sea. 
Massivo lines of defense, 


strengthened by a broad moat, guard 
the neck of the isthmus, and these de- 
fenses conceal powerful batteries. Tur- 
rets, hidden forts, mined harbors, 
great naval guns, obstruction 
piers. 


barracks, redoubts in solid rock, all are 
elements in the British plan to guard 
this southern end of their important 
trade route beyond all possible chance 
of failure against superior and sus- 
tained attack. Aden may be last in 
matters of climate,.but it is among the 
first in matters of fortification. 


The narrow peninsula on which this 


queen of southern fortresses rears it- 
self is only about fifteen miles in cir- 
cumference. 
It is the bowl of an ex- 


tinct volcano. Tbe lofty hills around 
are the remains of the crater sides, 
and, of these, Shem Sheni has an alti- 
tude cf nearly 1,800 feet. 
All food 


and water for use on tho peninsula has 
to be brought in from, the outside. 
Much of tbe water is supplied from 
the government condensers, which 
were designed to make the fortress in- 
dependent in case of war's necessities. 
The population of 44,000 is a mixture 
of all the elements of the Orient, with 
an intersprinkling of western drum- 
mers and British administrators and 
military men. 
Arabs, Chinese, Per- 


sians, Turks, Hindus, Parsecs, Egyp- 
tians, Soudanese and Jews compose 
the stolid, stable population that en- 
dures the climate year in and year out, 
and carries on the labors of the great 
fortress camp. 


Fortune in Waste Paper Basket.

haps less picturesque and exciting, 
offers itself in the waste paper baskets 
of business corporations. 


Not very long ago the Hemingway 


Paper Stock company purchased from

& Co., in Philadelphia, a batch of old 
correspondence and papers, to be used 
as paper pulp. The price paid was $70. 


An employee of the purchasing firm 


began going over the documents and 
letters and discovered a great number 
of old, foreign stamps. Ho reported tho 
matter to his errnioyers ar.d they or- 
dered him to go through the whole lot 
and pick out every stamp that seemed 
unusual.

'ected and when shown to A. P. Her- 
kels, president of the 
Philadelphia 


Stamp club, he appraised their value 
at over $75,000, thus giving the firm a 
profit of more than a thousand dollars 
in each dollar of their purchase.

ADEN ONE OF EMPIRE'S MOST 
PRIZED POSSESSIONS, 


By No Meanü the Least of Strategic 
Points on the Way to India and 
tho 
Far 
East—Can 
Defy 
.Mîghly Fleets, 


Aden is tho unhappy gateway into 
happy Araby, and, moreover, it is one 
of tho foremost strategic points on 
England's trado route through tho Red 
sea to India and the Far East, says a 
war primer issued by tho National 
Geographic society, which tolls of tho 
first stronghold on tho London-India 
route to withstand a sovero attack by 
tho Turks. 
One Arabian author says 
of tho country behind Aden, that coun* 
try known as Arabia Felix: “Its in­ 
habitants are all halo and strong, sick­ 
ness is unknown, nor are there poison­ 
ous plants or animals; nor fools, nor 
blind people, and tho women are ever 
young; tho climato is liko paradiso 
and one wears the same garment sum- 
m tr and winter/* 
Aden, however, whero tho British 
and Turkish forces are opposing one 
another, enjoys nono of these advan­ 
tages catalogued as inherent in Ai'abia 
Felix. 
Spread over its ragged hills of sun- 
made 
ash 
and 
cinder, 
sweltering, 
gloomy, and unrelieved hy vegetation, 
Aden invites little attention in peace 
times. 
“Aden is a valley surrounded 
► by tho sea; its climate is so bad that 
it turns wine into vinegar in tho space 
of ten day*^,*' complained one disap­ 
pointed Arab traveler of the Middle 
Ages. And in tho centuries since his 
visit the climate has not improved. In 
spite, nevertheless, of the terrible heat 
that gathers over Aden’s valley and 
clings to its low hills and its lack of 
a good water supply, tho place main­ 
tains a reputation as a healthy one, 
Tho town is built on desolate vol­ 
canic rocks that constitute a peninsula 
near the entrance to the Red sea. Tho 
strait of Bab-el-Mandeb lies 100 inilos 
away; and Aden is the British Gibral­ 
tar toward the Indian ocean that keeps 
an eternal vigilance over the safety of 
the righ English commerce that goes 
this w^ay. 
The British captured and 
annexed the place on January 16, 1S39, 
since which time they have made the 
place a most emphatic fortress, ono 
of the strongest anywhere in southern 
Asia. 
Money and labor without stint 
have been expended there to make the 
city absolutely impregnable from land 
and sea. 
Massive lines of defense, 
strengthened by a broad moat, guard 
tho neck of the isthmus, and these de­ 
fenses conceal powerful batteries, Tur* 
rets, hidden forts, mined harbors, 
great naval guns, ohstruction piers, 
barracks, redoubts in solid rock, all are 
elements in the British plan to guard 
this southern end of their important 
trade route beyond all possible chance 
of failure »against superior and sus­ 
tained attack. 
Aden may be last in 
matters of climate,, but it is among the 
first in matters of fortification. 
The narrow peninsula on which this 
queen of southern fortresses rears it­ 
self is only about fifteen miles in clr* 
cumferenco. It is the bowl of an ex­ 
tinct volcano. 
The lofty hills around 
aro the remains of the crater sides, 
and, of these, Shorn Shem has an altl 
tudo cf nearly 1,800 feet. 
All food 
and v/ater for use on the peninsula has 
to be brought in from tho outside. 
Much of the water is supplied from 
the government condensers, which 
were designed to make tho fortress in­ 
dependent in case of war’s necessities. 
The population of 44,000 is a mixture 
of all the elements of the Orient, with 
an intersprinkling of western drum­ 
mers and British administrators and 
military men, 
Arabs, Chinese, Per* 
-fiians, Turks, Hindus, Parsees, Egyp­ 
tians, Soudanese and Jews compose 
the stolid, stable population that en» 
dures the climate year in and year out, 
and carries on the labors of tho greaf 
fortress camp.

The Oiling of Uncoln Way 
There has been much clashing and ar- 


gueing for and against in regards to the 
Borough Fathers paying part of the oiling 
or coating of Lincoln Way, which we b«- 
lieve, all fairminded people will agree is a 
just proposition if taken in the right light. 
It is not for the purpose of aleviating the 
dust nuisance alone that citizens should 
give consideration. Do you really believe 
the Turn Pike Co., will expend between 
$4,000 and S5.000 to-oil the road from York 
to the borough limits, to protect the resi- 
dents by the way from the dust? Exper- 
ence on portions of the highway oiled in 
'ormer seasons has proven to them that 
the treating of the surface in this manner 
more than repayed them in the keeping 
of the road in proper condition. The coat- 
ng gives the roadbed a hard and tough 
surface that the thousands of autos pass- 
ing over it cannot penetrate, and it is for 
this reason that the coating is placed 
thereon, and not for the dust nuisance. 
Now, if the Turn Pike Co. have by exper- 
ience, found that it is saving for them to 
oil the road, will it not also be a benefit to 
all the taxpayers of the Borough? And 
yet the Town Fathers only s-gree to pay 
one-half of the cost of this, while the resi- 
dents of said thoroughfare agreeo to pay 
the other one-half, the latter willing to do 
this to do away with the unsanitary dust 
nuisance. There are just a great a num- 
ber of autos passing over the Lincoln Way 
through the Borough, tearing the streets

New School for Four Districts. 


With every prospect of being carried 


through to a successful issue, the proposi- 
tion has been launched to establish a first 
class vocational high school in Arendts- 
ville, for the pupils of that town, Butler, 
Menallan, and Franklin townships. 
The 


project provides for four or five teachers, 
and the teaching of agriculture, home mak- 
ing, and manual training. 
If requirements 


are met, the State Board of Education will 
pay two- t hire's of the salaries of all teach- 
ers, and, in addition, will contribute $500 
annually toward the support of the school. 
The vocational high school would be gov- 
erned by the joint boards of all the districts 
included m its scope. If the project is 
carried out, the boys attending the high 
school must devote one half of each day 
during the first two years to agriculture, 
while the girls must devote the same time 
to the .study of home making. The man 
to have charge of the agricultural work 
must, according to the state requirements, 
have been born on a farm and be a gradu- 
ate of a recogni/ed agricultural school. He 
is required to conduct night school during 
the winter months for farmers who may 
wish to attend, and he it employed the 
year round, superintending work of the 
boys on individual farms during summer.

Scarlet fever, measles, mumps, and chic- 
keii pox are the combination of ailments 
scattered over Adams County to such an 
extent that all records for contagious dis­ 
eases in this district have been broken. 
County and township health officers have 
not been so busy in years and the little 
yellow tags may be seen in almost every 
section. 
Seven cases of scarlet fever have devel­ 
oped in Seven Stars and all precautions 
are being taken by the health officers to 
guard against other 
infections. 
This 
disease is also prevalent in Mt. Joy, Ger­ 
many, and Union townships and in Mc­ 
Sherrystown, In Berwick, Hamilton town­ 
ship and Abbottstown measles, to the 
number of more than fifty cases, have 
been reported and churches have been 
closed. 


Woman Badly Hurt. 
Mrs. Joseph Smith, about 30 years old,

And 
yet the Town Fathers only rgree to pay 
one-half of the cost of this, w’hile the resi­ 
dents of said thoroughfare agrees to pay 
the other one-half, the latter willing to do 
this to do away with the unsanitary dust 
nuisance. There are just a gryat a num­ 
ber of autos passing over the Lincoln Way 
through the Borough, tearing the streets 
in holes as there are on the pike to York, 
and if it is a paying proposition for the 
company to oil the pike, it certainly" can­ 
not help but be a paying proposition for 
the Borough Fathers to pay just one-half 
of the outlay.

New School for Four Districts. 
With every prospect of being carried 
through to a successful issue, the proix)si- 
tion has been launched to establish a first 
class vocational high school in Arendts­ 
ville, for the pupils of that town, Butler, 
Menallan, and Franklin townships. The 
project provides for four or five teachers, 
and the teaching of agriculture, home mak­ 
ing, and manual training. 
If requirements 
are met, tho State Boardof Education will 
pay two- thirds of the salaries of all teach­ 
ers. and, in addition, will contribute S500 
annually toward the support of the school. 
The vocational high school would be gov­ 
erned by the joint boards of all the distric ts 
included in its scope. 
If the project is 
carried out, the boys attending the high 
school must devote one half of each day 
during the first two years to agriculture, 
while the girls must devote the.same time 
to the study of home making. The man 
to have charge of the agricultural work 
must, according to the state requirements, 
have been born on a farm and be a gradu­ 
ate of a recognized agricultural school. He 
is required to conduct night school during 
the winter months for farmers who may 
wish to attend, and he is employed the 
year round, superintending work of the 
boys on individual farms during ^summer.

preferred to rock phosphate at a 
normal price in the fertilization of 
the 
soil 
of 
the 
Eastern 
States. 


When the application of ground rock 
is very heavy a sufficient percentage 
of the phosphorous may be available 
to provide fully for the needs of the 
crop, but there is no evidence that 
the greater part of the phosphorus in 
the ground rock becomes available at 
any later date. 


There is the assumption that when 


the ground rock is intimately mixed 
with manure availability is increased, 
but careful test has not supported this 
assumption. Some tests do support 
the belief that acids in a soil deficient 
In lime or in decaying green crops af- 
fect availability favorably. 


With our present light we can only 


advise that the ground rock should 
not be depended upon as a cheaper 
source of phosphorus than acid phos- 
phate gives us, and that the preponder- 
ance of evidence is decidedly in favor 
of the acid phosphate under usual farm 
conditions in the Eastern States.—

Refrained From What Might Be 
Called “Highbrow’* Wrltlnfl. 


It ifl quite generally assumed that 
the great and tlio true are intrinsically 
too dilllcult for common understand­ 
ings. I believe the assumption to bo 
nonsense, Henry Sydnor 
Harrison 
writes in tho Atlantic. If a man thinks 
ho has a story to tell and deliberately 
sets to worli to tell it in such a man­ 
ner that only extraordinary and bril­ 
liant persons can hope to follow him, 
that man is a dreary fool. 
liut great novelists, whatever else 
they are, are never dreary fools; and 
their unapproaciiablenoss, v/hcn they 
are unapproachable, is never willful, I 
suppose, and never the proof of their 
greatness. To employ a manner and 
a narrative method which ordinary

When the application of ground rock 
is very heavy a sufiTicient percentage 
of the phosphorous may be available 
to provide fully for the needs of the 
crop, but there is no evidence that 
the greater part of the phosphorus in 
the ground rock becomes available at 
any later date. 
There is the assumption that when 
the ground rock is intimately mixed 
with manure availability is increased, 
but careful test has not supported this 
assumption. 
Some tests do support 
the belief that acids in a soil deficient 
In lime or in decaying green crops af­ 
fect availability favorably. 
With our present light we can only 
advise that the ground* rock should 
not be depended upon as a cheaper 
source of phosphorus than acid phos­

licity fund estimated at |200,000 used, 520 towns supplied wiA argu­ 
ments, and with little work on the part of the opposition, the Pro­ 
hibitory law, supported in 1884 by a majority of 4S,000, was retained 
by a paltry 768 votes. The official vote was as follows: 60,095 for 
repeal, 60,853 for retention of the law. .The result of this last elec­ 
tion, if it proves anything, shows that the electorate of Maine were 
honestly wide apart in their views as to the value of the law.’*

NE-HALF of the counties voted in 1912 for repeal of Maine’s 
Prohibition law; 19 of the 20 cities voted for repeal by an 
aggregate majority of 10,000 votes; and 60,095 citizens voted in 1913 
against continuance of Prohibition, as compared to only 23,113 that 
voted against repeal of the State’s “dry” law in 1884.
